make lameEtatis for him, beceu⸗ 
ſe the light faileth hun. Wake 
but little wepyns tot the dead, 
fort he is come to reſt. Alſo very 
many epiſtles of the holy father 
S. Jero. ne cõſoꝛting thoſe that 
are aliue vpon the death of the 
diſceſſed,do woͤderſulli iuake to 
the cofirmatis of the ſame mat⸗ 
ter which we nowe entreate of, 
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Fo: they enforce both by av tho 
rities of ſeripture and alſo by 
pythy arg umnentes that they 
ught not to bee lamented for 
without mcaſnre, whiche haue 
ch minged their lyfe for death: 
As that eviſtle, whiche is wꝛit⸗ 
ten to heliodorus of the death 
of Nepotian: and th it whiche 
he ſent to Pana oꝭ the ſlepe of 
Bleſylla hir daughter: and that 
whiche is written to Tyꝛaſius 
cicernyng the devartyng of his 
da'1ghter: And dyuers other E· 
piſties of the ſame mooſt blyſſed
